No less 
than 82 per cent. of the plants will 
keep at least part of the women, 
and over one-half ate going to 
retain all of, them. In the few 
plants that" were discharging all 
women employees, most -;were 
doing so because of cancelled 
Government contracts...

Aconsiderable decrease in the 

toduction of abaca for April as 
compared with previous months 
willbe shown in the monthly 
fibre report of-the Bureau of 
Agriculture which is still under 
preparation. Figures obtained 
from the Fibre Division of the 
Bureau show the amountof bales 
-of abaca certified during the 
month to be’ approximately 
84,000. This is a decrease of. more 
than 24,000 bales’ as compared 
with the previous «month.
